Ana lyzing Nix o n ’s Actio ns

Bebore all the time-bombs hav e g one 
off, it may be important to stop and 
think. During the interreg num and during 
the first weeks of his tenure, there were 
startled ex pressions of confidence for 
Richard Milhouse Nix on from sources 
nev er g iv en to the admiration of his sty le 
or its content. At the time, those of us 
who hav e known the President ov er the 
y ears speculated, in the words of the old 
popular song : ‘‘How long will it last? 
Will the pundits realize that Mr. Nix on 
is neither the dev il that some hav e paint­ 
ed him to be nor the spirit incarnate of 
all g ood that his more dedicated sup­ 
porters see* 
The honey moon seems to be ending , 
and those who deplored him in the past 
hav e now returned to the old stand. 1 hey 
are deploring him ag ain. This is the way 
the pendulum swing s in politics — or, to 
use the quaint old phrase, how the cookie 
crumbles. No President, if he is worth 
his salt, can be in office for v ery long 
before the flowers and the bricks beg in 
to fly . As Ly ndon Baines J ohnson learn­ 
ed. there is no such thing as a v iable 
consensus. 


The important point now- is not that 
the President is finding himself subjected 
to partisan attack. Rather, the question 
is: What do his detractors find in him 
to inspire their criticism? Has he g oofed? 
Has he led them astray ? Or are they 
v isiting upon him their own ag g ressions? 


The answers, of course, will v ary . But 
most of them will concern themselv es 
with his stand, and his achiev ement or 
lack of it, on the Vietnamese War. In his 
telev ised report to the nation on Vietnam, 
the President went further than the J ohn­ 
son Administration in offering the Com­ 
munists what they had not been able to 
win on the field of battle. But the neg o­ 
tiable terms he laid on the line did not 
include surrender or betray al of United 
States commitments in Southeast Asia. 


The President, therefore, has done ex ­ 
actly what he said he would do, but he is 
being faulted because he has not deliv ­ 
ered on an immediate peace in Vietnam. 
Unfortunately for him, or for any U.S. 
President, his options are limited. If 
press and cong ressional opinion would 
let him, he mig ht opt for an all-out mili­ 
tary assault on North Vietnam, the only 


means of bring ing the fig hting to a 
speedy termination. Without this, he must 
ex ercise patience, hoping that Intelli­ 
g ence reports of sinking Communist mor­ 
ale will continue to come in. 
The President’s hands are tied, how­ 
ev er, because Hanoi reads the American 
press and is conv inced that if it holds out 
for another week, another month, pres­ 
sures on the White House will be so 
g reat that Mr. Nix on will hav e to turn 
and run. 
In the domestic arena, the President 
is under attack because he has not been 
able to bring an inflating economy under 
control. This is unfair. The rise in the 
cost-of-liv ing index with which he is being 
beaten ov er the head became inev itable 
before Mr. Nix on had taken ov er the 
reins of office. Whatev er new mov es he 
may make to lev el off the inflationary 
spiral will not show up in the economic 
indicators for some time to come. And 
here ag ain, his options are limited by a 
Cong ress that rails ag ainst the federal 
spending which is responsible for the 
present situation, y et refuses to do any ­ 
thing as politically unpopular as pruning 
the Federal budg et. 
In these fields — as in the “ law and 
order” area — the country is too far 
g one for a drastic rev ersal of attitude and 
policy . Mr. Nix on is g oing ahead slowly 
not only because that suits his tempera­ 
ment, but also because he would do more 
harm than g ood if he took a meat cleav er 
to the problems he faces. 
This adds up to one conclusion: Pa­ 
tience is of the essence today . But Amer­ 
icans. particularly those who hang their 
hats in Senate and House cloakrooms, 
hav e nev er been known to bide their time. 
They want a solution y esterday , and 
neither Mr. Nix on nor any man who 
mig ht be sitting in the White House can 
be that speedy . Whether, g iv en time, the 
President can come up with workable 
a nsw e rs is any body ’s g uess. Mine is that 
he can — not complete answers, not 
perfect 
answers, but 
answers g o o d 
enoug h to mollify the body politic. Will 
he g et that time? If he holds firmly to 
the course he has marked for himself, 
he need not worry too much. The White 
House is the targ et of the nation’s politi­ 
cal mortar fire, but it has its own in­ 
v ulnerabilities.

The y early carnag e on the nation’s 
hig hway s is often likened to that of a 
casualty -strewn battlefield. Thus it makes 
sense that one of the lifesav ing sy stems 
that has helped take a little of the horror 
out of the Vietnam war should be applied 
to allev iating the misery we inflict on 
ourselv es with our automobiles. This is 
the rescue helicopter. 


The Department of Transportation has 
announced an ag reement with the Uni­ 
v ersity of Arizona to conduct a one-y ear 
medical ev acuation sy stem to serv e rural 
and remote areas of Arizona. 


The funds will prov ide for the leasing 
of two helicopters with hig hly trained 
crews. One team will be on g round alert 
and the other on airborne surv eillance 
ov er hig hway routes which hav e a hig h 
accident history . When a hig hway crash 
occurs, the closest team will rescue and 
treat any injured and ev acuate them to 
the nearest medical facility . 


Similar demonstration projects are be­ 
ing conducted in Nebraska and the cities 
[>f Detroit, Los Ang eles and New York. 


Many public safety and medical offi­ 
cials predict that there will be a v irtual 
y oom in helicopter ambulance serv ice 
v hen hostilities end in Vietnam and a 
arg e number of helicopters are declared

There is also ex pected to be a larg e 
reserv oir of men who hav e serv ed as 
medics or corpsinen and hav e ex perience 
with emerg ency first-aid and helicopter 
ev acuation of the wounded. 
The boom has already beg un modestly 
in a number of localities. In Wy andotte, 
Mich., a commercial ambulance operator 
is offering what is believ ed to be the only 
commercial helicopter ambulance. 
A combined Ohio State Univ ersity , 
state National Guard and state hig hway 
patrol operation has made 15 ev acuations 
of emerg ency patients in the last 15 
months and has rendered aid on about 
35 calls. 
The California Hig hway Patrol has 
purchased three helicopters that can be 
quickly conv erted into ambulances. 
Army hospital detachments in Ala­ 
bama and Tex as ev acuated more than 
70 accident v ictims by helicopter in 1967. 
A parallel dev elopment, say s the mag ­ 
azine, is the building of facilities at hos­ 
pitals to handle helicopters. So far, only 
147 out of the 1,8 50 g eneral hospitals in 
the nation hav e officially certified “ heli­ 
pads” with 38 more under construction. 
Howev er, a far g reater number of emer­ 
g ency hospitals accommodate helicopters 
under FAA emerg ency flig ht rules.

rich, endu ring crop s and liv e­ 
stock y ields. 
.Some 80 p er cent of the farm­ 
ers in the dev elop ing nations 
liv e at bare su bsistence lev els. 
For millions, their total y early

THE RECALIMING OF soil- 
rich bu t dry land throu gh irriga­ 
tion is p rop erly seen as one of 
the 
great,

trends. Bu t millions of farmers 
misu se irrigation water so seri­

as either 
to waste 
it 
grossly or damage and destroy 
millions of fru itfu l acres. 
In West Pakistan’s immense 
Indu s riv er sy stem, the world’s 
largest irrigated area embrac­ 
ing 12 million acres, some 50 
p er cent of the land is damaged 
by water-logging and ex cessiv e 
salt. The rav ages sp read across 
as many as 100,000 new acres 
a y ear. More than three million 
Indu s acres are p resently con­ 
sidered lost to farming.

might go u p fou r-fold if irriga­ 
tion were well-u sed. Tu rkey also 
wou ld gain materially , as wou ld 
other lands either misu sing irri­ 
gation water or su ffering other 
grav e drainage p roblems. 
Moreov er, U.N. farm ex p erts 
say that with ju st a 20 p er cent 
imp rov ement in irrigation effi­ 
ciency ,

It has no rabbi, nor 
will the congregation talk abou t 
religion, bu t the sy nagogu e is 
filled.

LENINGRAD. 
AT Ou r 
Lady of Lou rdes, one of the 
three Roman Catholic chu rches 
in all Ru ssia, 600 p ersons came 
to hear Father Josef Pav ilonis 
p reach. 
This is religion in Ru ssia to­ 
day . It is restricted, ridicu led 
and p ersecu ted. Bu t y et it con­ 
tinu es to ex ist 50 y ears after 
the commu nist takeov er. 
TO ENTER ANY CHURCH or 
sy nagogu e in the Sov iet Union 
is to see “old Ru ssia.” The wor­ 
ship p ers are nearly alway s el­ 
derly — 65 and ov er. They are 
mainly women who wear the 
traditional babu shka, and the 
black boots of Tsarist Ru ssia. 


Officially , religion still is brand­ 
ed by the gov ernment with the 
words of Karl Marx — “the 
op iate of the p eop le.” 


THE 
SOVIET 
CONSTITU­ 
TION allows “freedom from re­ 
ligion,” and most of the gilded 
onion-domed chu rches of 
the 
Ru ssian Orthodox chu rch are 
now’ mu seu ms, or office bu ild­ 
ings. 


For ex amp le, in 
Leningrad 
stands Ou r Lady of Kazan, a 
rep lica of St. Peter’s in Rome. 
No longer an op erating chu rch 
it is now “The Mu seu m of Reli­ 
gion and Atheism.” 


INSIDE 
ARE 
EXHIBITS 
designed to giv e the commu nist 
interp retation of religion. Walk 
down one aisle and a v isitor 
finds an icon dep icting a cry ing 
Madonna. Bu t the icon is cu t 
away to show how the chu rch 
secretly ran a water hose into 
the icon to make tears ru n from 
the Madonna’s ey es. There are 
rows of p osters and p ictu res 
showing Orthodox 
p riests 
in 
comp romising 
p osition 
with 
women. There are eq u ally as 
many p asters showing the cler­ 
gy siding with the aristocrats 
against the p easants. 


IN THE KERMLIN mu seu ms 
there are showcases filled with 
diamond-stu dded p riestly v est­ 
ments, crosses 
decorated 
with 
egg-sized emeralds and ru bies 
— each of which was u sed in 
an era when millions of p ersons 
were withou t food in Ru ssia, 
gu ides are q u ick to p oint ou t. 
No 
one 
really 
knows how 
many p ersons 
in Ru ssia 
still 
cou ld be considered believ ers. 
None of the religions is allowed 
to keep statistics. Bu t au thorita­ 
tiv e estimates p lace the nu mber 
of Jews at more than 2,600,000.

Catholics is 
small. Only three chu rches re­ 
main op en — one each in Lenin­ 
grad, Moscow and Odessa. Bu t 
there are rep orted to be more 
than 54 5,000 Bap tists inside the 
Sov iet Union.

Chu rch Is by far the largest 
of all the chu rches, bu t no relia­ 
ble statistics on activ e chu rch­ 
goers are av ailable. 
To the y ou th in Ru ssia, the 
chu rch has an ap p eal that ap ­ 
p ears to be based ou twardly on 
cu riosity . 
In Leningrad on the ev e of 
the Ru ssian Orthodox Easter 
this Ap ril 
an estimated 3,000 
p ersons filtered 
theou rgh the 
rainsoaked streets to St. Nicho­ 
las Cathedaral — not to p ray , 
bu t to watch the chu rchgoers. 
IN WHAT WAS AN EERIE 
sight to a western observ er, the 
y ou ths ringed the block-sq u are 
chu rch to watch old men and 
women in a candlelighted p ro­ 
cession.
